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WORLD MUSIC ENSEMBLES

Those of you familiar with the Faculty's involvement in non-Westem musics will have noticed that our Folk Music Ensembles 
have now become World Music Ensembles. There are several reasons why I felt this change was necessary, most prominent 
among which is the fact that in some of the traditions represented here there exists no valid distinction between "folk" and other 
genres. For many people the term "folk" carries with it the notion of inferiority to so-called "classical" or "art" music. The 
reality is that the musics you will hear tonight are drawn from vibrant traditions imbued with their own cultural meaning and 
purpose. Each has its own rationale, each has its own integrity and pride. 


Whilst it may be obvious that these musics sound different on the surface, it may not be obvious that in order to produce them 
our participants must alter their whole approach to leaming music as well as to sound production, pitch sense, and rhythmic co- 
ordination and co-operation. For instance, in aural traditions members rely not on the written score but on listening and 
memorization (all groups), and sometimes altemative "notations" like spoken mnemonics (e.g. Japan); voices are often 
transformed to acquire the desired vocal quality (e.g. Balkan, Celtic); the performance of microtonal intervals and alternative 
scales improves pitch perception (e.g. Turkish); the performance of polyrhythms (e.g. Latin American, African) or complex 
additive meters (e.g. Macedonian) improves general rhythm. 


In providing such variety we are indebted to our local experts on whose knowledge and skill we can draw. However, we are 
always seeking to add new dimensions to our music-making in the Faculty. To this end we will be offering a Tibetan ensemble 
next year.
